The first portion of the stock 
formed by Y. Souren, the late 
Park Ave. dealer, was sold by H. 
R. Harmer, Inc. of 57th Street,

The auction, by instruction of 
the Executors, comprised 1,757 
lots of which 1,416 represented 
United States ‘and Possessions, 
totalling $63,887, and 341 Foreign 
bringing $9,420.

issues in a back seat. There is 





that our engravers are all top men in 


we make stamps we neéd so 
them to care for postal needs, it has never 
been a practical thing for our Department 
to produce them in multi-color in suffi- 
cient quantity. 

Lots of the British Colonials of re- 
cent years have been beautifully engraved 
two and sometimes three color jobs. The 
British can do this for they need but a 
few thousand stamps to supply the small 
colonies about the world so we have been 
brought up to expect something nice from 
home and we have not been getting it. 

Now however we have news that 
Washington is experimenting with 
presses and new production methods. 
a We can hope soon to have some U. S. is- 

se sues that will equal anything that comes 
from other countries. 

— a That is of course provided the Depart- 
ment will ask top notch artists to make the drawings. There is no 
question about being able to produce the stamps. This is proven 
by what is being done in Switzerland, Austria and other countries. 
We know that American workmen can do as well and we will be 
satisfied with nothing better, so hold your breath dear readers, 
they are going to come just as soon as_ things can be shaped up 
properly, 

Postage stamps are wonderful propaganda items, they can and 
do go behind the Iron Curtain when other things can not get there. 
Our Uncle Sam is perhaps awakening to this fact and we should 
see some very handsome stamps within a short time. 

Modern lithography has made it possible to produce stamps in 
two or three colors at a less price than we can produce the single 
color engraved stamps and modern lithography also makes it pos- 
sible to get pictures and results that for beauty and attraction can 
not be matched by the present printing methods. In the future 
we can look for more short sets of stamps when an event of note 
is to be commemorated. It is a small job to produce a set of three 





to five varieties and an economical job at that so that instead of: 


one lone engraved stamp we should be able to have short sets 
which will go a long ways toward making United States stamps 
just as pretty and attractive as are those that Uncle Joe has been 
unloading over here for some years past. A short set of three to 
five stamps can be made that will carry a face value of 10c to 25c 
for the set and they will be big sellers all over the world. So let 
us have some of these kind of stamps and we can forget the picture 
labels that have been flooding the country for years past,

For the first time a compre- 
hensive publication on the First 
Postmaster General—Benjamin 
Franklin, has been brought out 
as a result of the Franklin Stamp 
Exhibition held at the National 
Philatelic Museum. Most histori- 
cal institutions started by Ben- 
jamin Franklin have taken part 
in compiling the book. Franklin 
Institute with the Jefferys Collec- 
tion gave impetus to the exhibi- 
tion. This collection was be- 
queathed to Franklin Institute in 
Philadelphia and was shown for 
the first time in the National 
Philatelic Museum. 

_The Museum is proud in its 
first attempt at a single-subject 
topical exhibition—Benjamin 
Franklin—to show, not only every 
United States stamp bearing a 
likeness of Benjamin Franklin in 
the United States, but also over- 
printed stamps from Cuba, Philip- 
pines, Guam, Canal Zone and 
Puerto Rico. As far as is known, 
only three foreign countries have 
honored Benjamin Franklin on 


their stamps. They are San 
Marino, Indonesia and Liberia. 
However, many cities and 


towns in the United States and 
Canada have honored Franklin 
with post offices bearing his 
name. 

Contributors to this three 
times larger than ordinary Mu- 
seum publication include Donald

He 
mous as an American portrait 
artist quite some time before he 
became the inventor of the mag- 
netic telegraph. He painted many 
famous people in Boston, Charles- 
ton, N. C. and New York from 
1815 to 1837, and was founder 
and first president of the Na- 
tional Academy of Designs. 

As professor at New York Uni- 
versity, he interested himself in 
the possibilities of a magnetic 
telegraph, and gradually evolved 
the first crude ticker for dots 
and dashes. He jinvented the 
“Morse” code, or alphabet, for 
use on his instrument, filing a 
caveat to cover at the U. S. Pa- 
tent Office in 1837—and later en- 
deavored in vain to get European 
patents. 

He made public exhibitions of 
his apparatus in New York and 
other cities in the east, until fi- 
nally the U. S. Congress in 1843 
voted him $30,000 for an experi- 
mental line between Washington 
and Baltimore which was 
promptly built, and across which 
line Morse clicked that famous 
first message “What hath God 
wrought!” on May 24, 1844. 

He became involved in much 
litigation over the rights to the 
invention, but all courts upheld 
him, and eventually he enjoyed 
some measure of prosperity as a 
result of his invention. A statue 
of him stands in Central Park in 
New York City, and he was soon 
voted a member of the American 
Hall of Fame.

For eleven straight years, end- 
ing with 1946, the Camden Lodge 
of Elks sold the seals issued by 
the National Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults and retained 
part of the funds for aid to crip- 
pled children in the vicinity of 
Camden. 

Early in 1947 they were noti- 
fied by the Crippled Children 
Society that they were going to 
open a New Jersey office and 
therefore their seals would no 
longer be available for sale by 
the Elks. The Camden lodge at 
once laid plans for its own seal 
and Mr. Leonard Warren, a car- 
toonist for the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, drew the design for this first 
issue. The sale was entirely local 
in the vicinity of Camden and 
was held exclusively by the 
Camden lodge. These seals were 
printed by a Philadelphia print- 
ing concern and were in one 
color, blue on white paper, in 
sheets of 100. 

Since this first issue a seal has 
been issued each year and each 
a different design follows:
